Parts of the World, where fuch a 
Man as Dr. S } has not been 
heard of —and where the Sound of his late 
Harangue is not found, it feems neceflary 
to tell, what to us here in London wil be 
no News————— Viz. That on the Fifth 
of November, , being the Anniverfary fer 
Gun-powder Treafon, one Dr. 5 } 
preach’d at St. Paul’s Cathedral, from thofe 
Words in 2 Cor. xi.26- In Perils among faife 
Brethren + wherein having plentifully rail’d 
at and anathematiz’d the ot stipe and 
left them in Cuftody without Bail or Main- 
prize, with the Devil and his Angels-— 
He particularly afferts two Things. 
1. The Do@rine of Paffive-Obedience— 
which he moft remarkably juftifies 
from the late Revolu:ion. 


a. The Hereditary Right of her prefent 
Majefty totheCrown.

1. To reconcile the Battle at the Boyn 
to the Doétrine of Non Refiftance, 
and to affoil the Parliament of England, 
and the Church of Englan2, from the 
Breach made in that Principle in the 
War in Jrejand.

not be improper to the Purpofe—for the 
farther Information of the People—I hail 

lay the Expofitor-a little— and fhow you 
ae Seripturé, that even in: the firft Ages 
of Monarchy in the World—the Superi- 
ority of Laws to the Sovereign was notonly 
claim’d by the People as their Right, but 
was acknowledg’d by the Monarch as the 
Peoples Due, and as a Debt they could not 
with-hold -——————-_ And this is the famous 
Story of Drius cafting the Prophet Danie} 
into the Den. of Lions, 

It is evident, That Sardamapslus, the 
great Afyriad Monarch pr@ving an effemi« 
nate luxuriows Tyrant, was reefted by che 
Great Arbaces the Median ——--and was 
depos’d, burning himfelf afterward s in his 
great Golden Palace; of which bereafter. 
Hereupon the Median Empire was ereéted, 
whch afterward was joyn’d with the Per- 
fan, and Darius was theit King ia the Time 
of the Captivity, and: Denieithe Prophet 
‘was a Favourite in his Courte—— I have 
iadeed made this publick once before, but 
few haviog feen it, and the Occafion being 
thus renew’d, I perfwade my felf, it will 
not be unacceptable to repeat it. 

The Limitation of Power and Syperiori- 
tyof Laws in Matters of Government have 
an Original in the very early Ages of the 
World.; and the Holy Text gives fuch an 
Inftance of the limitted Power of Kings, 
and their Subje@ion- to the Laws of their 
own making, thatI know no Jaftances in 
the World can come up to it. 

The Princes and Rulers, under Darius 
the Median King, having refow’d the De- 
firu€tion of the Prophet Daniel, laid their 
Contrivance thus, to get a Law made, that 
no Man fhould pray to amy God, or make 
any Requeft to auy Man, but to the King, 
for fuch a Time, Dan. 6. v. 7. Now know- 
ing that Darius was fo fond of Daniel, that 
he would not be direétly prevail’d upon to 
hurthim, they form chis Proje@, and ter- 
der it to the King in their Council, or 
Affembly, or Parliament, call it which you 
pleafe , and they bring ina Bill of Occafio- 
nal Conformity, and defire the King to pofs

it, not difcovering their Perfecxtion-Defign 
againft she Innocent, who .»<y certaialy 
knew would not omit his Duty, and con- 
fequently would fall into the Snare. 


That this was'a Nati.nal Law, or Ad of — 
Parliament, the L<xt is happily particular 


in, Verfe.7. All the Prefidemts of she King- 
doms, Governors, Princes, there’s the 
Houfe‘of Lords, Counfzllors and Captains 5 


there’s their Houfe of Commons, confulted ; 


togerber to eftablifo' x Royal Stature. Where 
J obferve, : 

Fir, To make a Statute, requir’d the 
Affembling and Confulting of the Princes, 
Counfellors, Great Men, &c. as well as 
the King, fo that Legiflation was thus early 
vefted in the Pegfons to be govern’d. 

Secondly, Thé King had nothing todo, 
but to approve and fign the Decree, the 
making it and confulting about it, requir’d 
the Affembling the Heads of the People. 

Thirdly, When the Parliament, or Affem- 
bly of Princes and Counfellors, had made a 
Lay, and the King had fign’d it, even the 
King bimfelf could not alter it, fo that the 
makiog of Laws was in the People, and 
when made, they will be fuperior even to 
the King himfelf, 

Fourthly, Nay, the King himfelf had 
not Power, ¢fter 2 Law was made, fo much 
as to fufpend its Execution on the Crimi- 
nal, all which are deducible dire@ly from 
the Example in the Text. 

Nor is the King’s figning this Decree or 
Statute left here to his Arbitrary Choice 3 
but the Text is plain. 

The Princes, Counfeflors, &c. affemble 
together to the King, v. 6. That is, in our 
Parliament-Terms, both Houfes joyn’d in 
an Addrefs to bis Majefty; for the Reafon of 
his paffing this Law, they tell him, They 
bave,al confulted togetber, or becaufe they 
have all confalted.... as appears by the 
very next Words, 

Verle 8. Now, O King, eftablifh she decree, 
and fign the writing , or in our Phrafe, fince 
both Houfes have unanimoufly pafe’d this 
A&, we hope, your Majefty will not refafe 
your Royal Affent, for we have all confulted 
togesber about it.

WHEREFORE King Darius fign'd the 
writing and the decrec, even for that Rea- 
,.. ; at Re 
_ Now obferve the Treatment thefe Peo- 
ple gave their King: Upon the ripening

dow of his Chamber, looking towards #e- 
“rufalem, as was the Coftom of their Coun-

| foal pray towards thie place, 1 Kings 8. 30.

vy, ¥2. Then they came near, and fpake before 
_ the King concerning the King’s Decree, Hat 
thou not fign’d a Decree, shat-every Man that 
fall ask a Petisiog of any God or Man witbin 


thirty days, fave of thee, O King, (hall be caf 
a lise sic Den of Lions ? Kings fall 
Well, fays the King, I have, and you 
_ kaoWw when it is done, I cannot undo it; 
* for according to the Laws of the Medes and 
 Perfians it altereth-not 5 then they tel him 
_ the Story of Daniel, how he had not re- 
_ garded the Law, nor the King’s Ggning it, 
Ue 136 
5 Now obferve the King’s Condu@, v. 15. 
" Then the King, when be beard thefe things, 
was fore difpleas’d with bimfelf, i. e. for paf- 
ting fach a Law unadvifedly, without ma- 
_ king fome Provifo or Exception for his 
beloved Daniel s and be fet bis Heart om Da- 
~ niel 10 deliver kim, and be labour’d to sbe going 
down of the Sun to deliver bim. This Paflage 
is a moft fignificant Expreffion of the Ex- 
tremity of the King’s Affairs, and how he 
Jabour’d between the Affe@ion he had for 
the Prophet, and his Refpeé for the Law. 
He jabour’d till Suc-fet, where we may 
fuppofe, I believe withous any Arrogance, 
that he labour’d by perfwading the Great 
Men to Spare him ; it is plain, he did not 
labour with himfelf to be willing and eafie 
to deliver him up, but the Words are ex- 
prefs, he Jabour’d to deliver bim. ; 
Note here, the King had no Difpen- 
firig Power ; the Criminal, the Law 
condemns, muft be executed, even the 
King himfelf could not reprieve him.» 


_ And:tho’ the King fafpended the Exe 
ution but.one Day, fee the Unwearine 
and Clamour is rais’d THEN, that is, at 
the going down of the Sun, thefe Men 

Hed unto’ the King. Now mark the 
Emphafis ;. they do not come with: ane 
other humble Addrefs to his Majefty, that 
the Laws might be $43 in Execution, but 
they come with a Claim of Right, KNOW 
O KING, thet the Laws of the Medes and 
Perlians #, that te Decree or Stature, which 
the King. efablifbesb, may be changed 5 as 
if they had faid, Sir, we come to demand 
our Rights and Liberties accordiug to ‘the 
known Laws of this Land“; | dnd to tell 
you, Sir, that to. difpenfe withthe Laws 
of the Land is illegal, ‘and ig not in‘ their 
Power. The King took their Meaning pré- 
fently, and knowing he could not contend 
with them, or in meer Veneration to the 
moft facred Authority of the Law, gives 
them no Anfwer, but. delivers up Daniel 
to their Mercy. 

“His Concern for him, wheg tie was in his 
‘Enemies Hands, appears, y.18. Theythe 
King went.to bis Pelace, and paffed she Night 
fasting; nettber were the InSruments of Mu- 
fick brought before bim, and bic Sleep. went 
from bim. Here’s his Concern’ for bim‘il- 
uftrated farther; by his ruqning to the Dé 
of Lions in the. Moroing, to know how it 
far’d with’ him, bis Joy at his Knowledge 
of his Deliverance, and his fevere Revenge 
‘upon his Accufers, as may be {een at large, 
U. 19,20, 28, 22, 23, 24. 

Here’s an original Monarch, whofe facred 
abfolutce Power and Dominion could not 
fave a Favourite from, the Force of the 
Law, tho’ falfly accus’d. Here’s the due 
Sovereignty of the Law fo acknowledg’d, 
and recogdiz’d, as no Pritice in Zurdpe 
could ftoop to. 

Not King Charles J. parted with his belo-. 
ved Strafford, and Star-Chamber; not King 
Charles Il. granted the’ Habeas Corpus A& 3. 
not King Fames parted with his Crown, or 
King BILLIAM with his Blue Guards, 
witha fortieth Part of the Reluétance, but 
the Law was pa(s’d, and the King had no 
Power to alter or fufpend it. 


Thus 
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Thus the Soperiority of the Law t» 
KinglyPowerwas ceased iin thoMedes 
and Perfians Monarchy; and King Davis, 
tho’ as Potent a Prince as moft that ever 
reign’d, vail’d his Crown to the Regency 
of Law, and acknowledg’d himfelf unable 
to.alter it, or fufpend its Execution.
